1. Claims 1-3, 5-9.1 1 and 12 were examined.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Kurumisaswa et al., teaches (claims land 7) a computer-implemented 
method for evaluating dynamic perspective distortion of a transparent body comprising 
the steps of: producing a model of three-dimensionally curved shape of a transparent 
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body having a predetemnined refractive index: determining an eye point at a side of the 
model of three-dimensionally curved shape and a virtual evaluation pattern having a 
plurality of evaluation points at the other side of the model of three-dimensionally curved 
shape; observing, from the eye point, the a virtual evaluation pattern through the 
transparent body, extracting perspective evaluation points as image of the evaluation 
points, obtained by observing through the transparent body, in a two-dimensional 
picture image obtained by the observation, and obtaining a plurality of distance values 
between a plurality of adjacent perspective evaluation points; none of the references 
teaches or disclose 

(claims 1 and 7) "determining a reference value, among the plurality of distance values, 
and evaluating the dynamic perspective distortion of the transparent body by obtaining 
ratios of each of the plurality of distance values to the reference value, wherein the 
virtual evaluation pattern is an orthogonal grid pattern" 

in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. It 
is for these reasons that the applicants' invention defines over the prior art of record.
